SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Die Rauch - Sisters nr. 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This magazine contains large numbers of extremely graphic close-up shots of 
(primarily female) genitalia. These photographs, combined with the general tone of 
the magazine, degrade, dehumanise and demean the women pictured to an extreme 
degree. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects the 
right to freedom of expression. An objectionable classification on this magazine is a 
reasonable limit on si 4 of the NZBR Act due to the likelihood that the availability of the 
magazine would be injurious to the public good. 
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
